LET THE SAME OLD FLAG WAVE. 


Congressman Hayes of this state has offered a joint resolution 
in the House of Representatives which proposes ‘‘that the flag of 
the United States of American shall hereafter be as described: It 
shall consist of thirteen alternate stripes of red and white, with a 
field of blue in which shall be stars to the extent of forty-eight, ar- 
ranged in a circle to symbolize our Federal Union, which said circle 
shall be increased by one star upon the admission of any other state. 
Within said circle of forty-eight stars shall be one large five-pointed 
star, constructed of smaller stars, which shall symbolize and repre- 
sent our unparalelled nation, the great republic of the world. 
In the center of said star so constructed of smaller stars, as above 
described, shall be a red circle, which shall represent our colonial 
and insular possessions.’’ 

It is nearly a century since Congress has legislated upon the 
subject of the flag. In the early days of the republic there. were as 
many flags as there were regiments in the Revolutionary army, but 
finally Congress in 1777 decided upon the flag of stripes and stars 
and that flag has continued ever since. But originally it was di- 
rected that a stripe and a star should be added whenever a new 
state was admitted. That was the policy followed when Vermont 
came into the Union, but the advent of new states soon became so 
rapid that Congress found the flag growing entiftely too large for 
practical use, so in 1817 Congress began to consider the matter and 
the folowing year enacted that the flag should consist of thirteen 
stripes, permanently to represent the first colonies, and one star for 
each new state. No drratigement was prescribed for the arrange- 
ment of the stars, but it was provided that they should be added 
on the Fourth of July following the admission of a state.

F Mexico and Arizdna ‘added to the Union.. It waa under it that 
the Civil War for the presérvation of the Union was fought, and 
that Dewey gained his battle at Manila, and the glerious victory of 
Santiago was won. It is under its folds that this country has risen 
from a small, unimportant nation to one of the great world powers. 
It is, therefore, so intimately united to the history of the country 
that the Grand Army of the Republic has risen en masse to oppose 
the change proposed by Congressman Hayes. 

Let the old flag wave as it has waved for a century, say the 
veterans, and say well. The flag as it is represents all that any flag 
could represent. In the contrast between the thirteen stripes and 
the forty-eight stars the growth of the republic is fully pictured so 
that he who looks can read; in the stars each state has a repre- 
sentation on the national field, and in the colors we have symbols 
of war and peace that should satisfy all. 

It would be hard to improve on that symbolism, and Congress 
should not make the attempt. Let us teach the children to love 
the flag as their fathers loved, and let us spare no pains to make 
them loyal, honest, true citizens of the greatest and best country 
that God has given to man which it symbolizes. 


A CHAPTER ON FLY TRAPS. 
i) 


The action of the city council in ordering the purchase of a num- 
ber of fly-traps is excellent and to be warmly commended but we 
again ‘buggest to the city fathers that a preventative is better than 
a cure and that the wisest policy for Richmond is to follow the lead 
of all uptodate and progressive cities by destroying the pests be- 
fore they get big enough to need traps. 

Modern science has thoroughly studied the fly problem. It has 
decided that the fly is one of the most dangerous members of the

animal kingdom and that it does more than any other cause to spread 
disease. The fact that after a fly has carried sickness to you or 
your children, it is caught in a trap and is killed will not save you 
or its other victims. The damage has been done, and the only way to 
avoid the great dangers from flies is not to let them fly. 

The way to prevent their flying is not to allow fly-eggs to hatch. 
Modern science has discovered all the habits of the fly.. It can tell 
you where she lays her eggs and how to make that an impossibility 
for her. We know that the decay of meat and vegetables is increas- 
ed and in fact largely produced by the fly laying its eggs in the food. 
‘We know that stable manure is especially attractive to the fly for 
®mesting purposes, we know that the fly enjoys the contents of a garb- 
ge can as much as we do the most gormandizing dish, and therefore 
the preliminary and best way to get rid of flies is to get rid of all 
those opportunities which exposed food, open garbage cans, and un- 
elean stables afford. 

That those causes of the enormous increase in the number of flies 
@an be remedied everyone knows. They have been remedied in

EXTENDING THE PARCEL POST. 


Although interested pessimists are ever trying to decry the 
success of the parcel post, and the son of the notorious Tom Platt, 
at one time senator from New York and president of the United 
States Express Company, says that the country is losing $30,000,000 
a year on the new system, yet the scope of the postoffice is being 


continually extended, and now a new innovation is announced. 


The post will take fresh vegetables and eggs and poultry from the 


farmer and bring them directly to the consumer, thus saving the 
cost of the middle man. You can arrange with a farmer up the 
country to send you by parcel post a bushel of potatoes, or a dozen 
eggs, and they will come by next,mail. The idea, of course, is a little 
novel at first, but it will no doubt prove as great a success and as 
popular as the other lines in which the postoffice has branched 
recently. 

The truth is that there is no reason why the parcel cost should 
not do all but the heaviest express business, and there is no reason 
why that, which is comparatively a small part of the total express 
business, should not be done by the railroads direct. The roads now 
allow the express companies to collect off of them for expressage 
carried millions that could much better go direct into the coffers 
of the railroad company. There never was any reason why the 
railroad company could not have handled that business from the 
first, except that the more eompanies there are the more profits 
there were for the men on top. 

The invasion of the express field by the government does not 
mean less work for those employed by the companies today; it 
means more. The work that is being-done by the companies will 
be done by the government and that will require as many people 
as ever to do it. Nay, the business will be so much greater when 
it is done by the postoffice and the rates are lower and the service 
more satisfactory, that many more men will be employed and they 
will get better wages, and work shorter hours, because there will 
not have to be enormous interest paid upon watered stock, or mil- 
lions for the fellows who, like the late E. B Harriman, controlled 
the companies. All the government asks of the parcel post is that 
it pay its way. That it can do as cheaply as the private corpora- 
tions, so far as the employees are concerned, and much cheaper 
when the question of dividends and interest are eliminated.

WORK FOR LOS ANGELES. 


From chemically pure Los Angeles, the home of every fad, 
every ‘‘reform’’ and every new movement, comes a story that is 
so extraordinary that if it had been brought out in the courts it 
would be passing belief that such a condition of affairs could exist 
in any so-called Christian community. The other day a young Rus- 
sian mothér sued a father bs her two children for support for 
them and herself, and it then developed that she was not married 
to the man, but had been sold to him for $200, only half of which 
he had paid, and that there are a thousand other women equally} 
unfortunate in the same town. When the judge suggested to the 
woman to be legally married to the man, she emphatically declined 
and was supported in her efforts to resist matrimony with the father 
of her children on the score that she did not want to marry him, the 
sale constituting among the Russians in the saintly city all the mar- 
riage that was necessary. 

To a disinterested observer it would seem as though there is 
plenty of work for the women of Los Angeles to do right at home, 
without chasing all over the country on white slavery crusades, or 
coming to Sacramento when the Legislature meets with Eugenic 
measures, pure marriage laws, and schemes for the ‘‘elevation and 
uplifting’’ of the race and the people of this state. If the women 
who are so busy with all those reforms and nostrums for making 
us as chemically pure as their town, and morally more perfect than 
the angels would look around them, they would find little time for 
legislative propaganda at Sacramento, or doing politics in San 
Francisco. Emphatically theirs is a case of living in glass houses. 

So far as the white slavery question is concerned, here is a clear 
case which it needs no Mann act to emphasize. Here are women in 
the United States sold openly and delivered to their masters. The 
sales take place when the girls are mere children of 12 or even 
younger, and no effort is made to comply with the laws of the coun- 
try.
